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Steam Torpedoes. 

On Saturday, the 11th alt., u steam 
torpedo launch, built by Messrs. John 
Thorpyerof t &Co. , of Church Wharf, 
Ckiswiok, for tho Austro-Hungariau 
( iovcrnmeiit, was put on her trial on 
Thames below London-Bridge. The 
dimensions of tho vessel are — length, 
07 feet; beam, 8 feofc l> inches, and tho 
builders contracted that she should 
attain and keep up in a run of one 
hour's duration a speed of L5 knots. 
After riming slowly through the Pool 
on" account of the number of barges 
and boats in the way, a start was made 
a littlo above tho Thames lion works 
at 12k. 11m. pm. Tho Thames Iron- 
works were reached at 12k. 13m. 
AVoolwick Dockyard nt 12k. 17m.58sec. 
North Woodwick Gardens at 12k 19m. 
:3f>80c. , Boeton Gasworks at 12h. 2:5min 
lOsec, Outlet of Metropolitan Sewers, 
Crossness, at 12h. 29min. I2sec., 
Erith Pier at 12h. 3'2m. 45soc. Long 
Beach Tavern at 12h. 40min. 59sec, 
Broadness Beacon at 12h. 52min. 
1 osec, Gravesend Pier at lh. Omin. 
GOseo.J and tho hour's run was com- 
pleted in Lower Hope Beach at lh. 
llm. pm. During tho run the number 
of revolutions wtis taken by Mr. Schnei- 
der and Mr. Waker, chief draughts- 
man at Messrs Thornycroft and Go's, 
aud was found to bo exactly 24,700. 
The vessel was then run up to Lorif,' 
Beach, aud run six times 
over tho measured knot there, 
when the number of revolutions 
of the engines required to do one knot 
was found to be 1,357, the number of 
revoutions done during the hour (24,- 
700), divided by tho number required 
to do one knot( 1,357), gave tho num- 
ber of knots done in the hour's run as 
17,202 ( a result which is certainly most 
satisfactory. On tho way up to London 
the vessel was run past a small schoon- 
er at a speed of ten knots, and a dum- 
my torpedo was launched against her 
side. The torpedo struck tho schoon- 
er amidships at about i 6ft. to 7ft. be- 
low the water level, and had it been 
tilled with its charge of dynamite 
(251bs.) the schooner would undoubt- 
edly havo gone to tho bottom. Tho 
torpedo gear on this vessel consists of 
two jioles 38ft long, one on either 
side, and so arranged that an attack 
may bo made directly ahead of the 
boat, in which case she must bo stop- 
ped and backed oil' her enemy im- 
mediately after tho explosion, or on 
tho broad side, when the boat may be 
kept going ahead all the time, and so 
Baving the time which would he other- 
wise lost in stopping and backing. Tho 
importance of spood in such a danger- 
ous operation as sinking an ironclad 
can scarcely bo overrated. Tho 
difficulty of hitting a moving target is 
well known to thoso who have tried 
to hit tho running deer at. Wimbledon, 
and the velocity of a torpedo boat 
running at 18 knots is over 30 ft. per 
second. High speed also gives men 
confidence, by uiVording them a chance 
of returning safely from an expedition 
which is really a forlorn hope, and this 
lessons the difficulty of fiuding men 
for such work. Another important 
matter in such operations is silenco, 
and this is secured in Messrs. Thorny- 
croft & Co,'s boat by making the en- 
gines condensing, so that the pulling 
noiso in tho chimney, which is almost 
a distinguishing feature in tho ordin- 
ary steam launch, is entirely done 
away with. Most of the Continental 
Governments aro supplied with these 
usoful littlo vessels. 

A Clerical Contest. — We get in the 
English papers the account of an el- 
ection for tho Vicarage of Clerkenwell, 
which is certainly as amusing as that 
of any political contest. The candida- 
tes were Mr. Bose, the Senior Curate 
of the parish, and Mr. Holderness, a 
gentleman possessed of largo private 
means, who felt a "call" to undertake 
tho chance of a metropolitan parish. 
Upon this point he was certain, but 
tho result proved however "sure" his 
' "calling" may have been his election" 
vras quite another matter, inasmuch bs 
ho was beaten by more then 1 ,200 votes. 
Tho lust of power seems to have had 
as strong a hold upon the minds of 
thoso reverend gentlemen as upon 
thoso of ordinary lay opponents, and 
tho moans adopted by them to securo 
its possession would have done credit 
to tho most accomplished electioneer- 
ing agent. On both sides thoro havo 
been charges of the basest corruption , 
intimidation, and deceit. The walls 
havo been covered and the tradesman's 
windOWfl darkened with placards of 



doggrel rhyme, ribald versos, and 
indecent personalities. Tho well- 
washers of tho church have boon sar- 
castically invited to vote for "Boso 
and avowed incapacity," "The champ- 
ion of dopt, defamation and duplicity." 
Tho temperance men of Clarkenwell 
have been advised "to follow your 
would-bo leaders" and "rush to the 
poll in support of tho gin -sellers' can - 
didate;"and all havo been assured 
that the "cause of religion" has been 
"valued less then the gain of a few 
pounds additional income." On the 
whole, we fear that the contest expos- 
ed tho "Old Adam" very openly in 
both parties. 

The Ti tle of Reverend. The Lon- 
don "Citizen" says:— "Tho Foreign 
Oilico is at present in very bnd dis- 
roptite in Belfast. It seems that the 
head of the Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland having recently had occasion 
to communicate with Lord Tenderden 
regarding religious persecutions in 
Turkey, received a" reply addressed 
'Mr. William Johnson.' Thereupon 
be forwarded the following: — 'May I 
request your Lordship to inform that 
Clerk in the Foreign Office that the 
Moderator of tho Genoral Assembly 
of the Presbytciau Church of Ireland 
is a clergyman, aud not a layman, aud 
is accustomed to he addressed in tho 
same manner as tho Very Rev. tho 
Moderator of tho General Assembly of 
the Church of Scotland.' Tho Clerk 
has, we are happy to say, been caution- 
ed to be "more careful in future." 
Tho question now presents itself 
whether in view of the recent decision 
of tho Dean of Arches, Lord Tender- 
den's Clerk was not perfectly right in 
addressing tho communication as he 
did. Ireland has ' no Stato Church, 
and the Presbyterians and Epis- 
copalians alike stand upon tho same 
footing there as do the Wesloyans 
and othor dissenting and Nonconfor- 
mist bodies in England. 

English Mail. 

Egypt is making extensive prepara- 
tions tor suitable representation of her 
wealth and resources at the centennial 
next year. Her chiof contributions 
will bo from her "ancient treasures," 
according to the correspondents, but 
whether these include the Pyramids 
and the Sphinx has not yet been de- 
finitely stated. 

A shocking outrage on a Jow is re- 
ported from Bagdad. It is stated that 
a Jew named Ychanda, who was accus- 
ed of blasphemy, has been horribly 
maltreated, and afterwards burned by 
tho populaco of that town. Several 
othor lews were also illusod. Ychanda 
being a native of Hamadam in Persia, 
it is expected that the Teheran Govern- 
ment will take steps to obtain redress. 

The Debats, on tho occasion of the 
death of the paiutor Walbeck, of Paris, 
who lately died at tho ago of one hun- 
dred and seven, cites the celebrated 
painters who havo died at an advanced 
ago. Titian died in his ninety-ninth 
year; Copley was eighty-nine, Rigaud, 
eighty-six; Mignard, eighty-five; Jord- 
aens, eighty-four; Tintoretto, Claude 
Lorraine, and Albano, eighty-two; 
Primaticcio and Teniers, eighty; Carl 
Vernot and Greuze, seventy-nine, 
David, seventy-seven ; Guereino, Leon- 
ardo da Vinci, and Ostade, seventy- 
live. Michael Amgelo died in his 
ninetieth year.

The Howo Sound Trail. 



MORE GOVERNMENT VILLAINY ! 



The statement of Mr. J. Haller as 
ta the manner in which the publio 
money has been and is being squan- 
dered by the Lands and Works De- 
partment on the Howe Sound Cattle 
Trail will create surprise oven among 
old residents of Lillooet District, who 
are deeply interested in the comple- 
tion of the irail, over which they wish 
to drive their catile to a profitable 
market. It would seem, from the 
statement of Mr. Haller, that no well- 
sustained effort has at any time been 
put forth by the Government to com- 
plete the work, notwithstanding the 
fact that some THIRTY THOUSAND 
DOLLARS OF THE MONEY BOR- 
ROWED FROM CANADA Las been 
already wasted. Mr. Haller is an ex- 
tensive stock ^raiser and packer and 
gives it as h a opinion that tho TRAIL 
IS THE WORST HE HAS EVER 
SEEN FOR THE AMOUNT OF MO 
NFS EXPENDED ON IT. He adds 
that ho RETURNED IN DISGUST, 
having been unable to see any chance 
of driving seventy head of cattlo over 
it to the Coast. Tho completion of 
this trail is a matter of the deepest 
moment to residents of Lillooet, who 
are unable to move a single hoof of 
their stock to a market. Ever since 
the present Government came into 
power Lilleoet has been promised a 
passable trail; but tho dilly-dallyings 
and delays of tho Government have 
utterly disheartened tho people, and 
we are not surprised to hear that they 
arrived at a state of mind bordering 
on despair. But black as is tho pic- 
ture drawn by Mr. Haller of the con- 
dition of the trail at the Lillooet end, 
the stato of things at this end is infin- 
itely worso. In Juno laat a party was 
Bent out to work on the trail from Bur- 
rard Inlet to rueot tho party supposed to 
ho coming from Lillooet. This party 
worked until they heard the elections on 
tho Island were over WHEN THEY 
WERE DISBANDED AND RETURN- 
ED TO TOWN, under the impression 
that the elections were over ut Lillooet as 
well as hero. The appearance of tho 
party at that inopportune moment, throw 
the Government into a stato of excitement 
it would bo mildness to call frenzy; and 
after the lapse of ten days tho party was 
reorganized and sent baok to "putter 
away" in tho woods surrounding Burrard 
Inlet until the result of tho Lillooot elec- 
tion is announced. What the people of 
Lillooet have it in their power to do is to 
send representatives to Parliament who 
will mark with their votes in tho House 
tho feeling of tho people of that impor- 
tant District towards a Government "that 
can act as this Government has done with 
respect to the Howe Sound Cattlo Trail 
and tho Cariboo Wagon Road. 

How can tho peoplo of Lillooet District 
vote for Mr. Saul, who is an avowed sup- 
porter of a Government that has grossly 
neglected its duties, and has used tho 
best interests of tho District as an elec- 
tioneering dodge to catch a fow votes. If 
they vote for Mr. Saul tho trail will not 
be again touched until tho country is on 
tho evo of another general olection, be- 
cause in returning Mr. Saul tho District 
will endorse tho policy of tho Govern- 
ment in tho matter of publio improve- 
ments in Lillooet.

Even in opposition ho may be 
made useful; and wo, therefore, hope the 
friends of Messrs. Evans and Davie will 
givo him a "lift" whou thoy go to tho 
poll.

I left Lillooct Sept. 22d to uacortain if 
the Lillooct and Burrard Inlet trail was 
near completion.

grado is too steep. Next is what is known 
aa the 6-mile point. The work douo last 
season going over this point is most dis- 
couraging, and to man or beast to try to 
ascend is almost impossible. 

From this point to tbo end of Ander- 
son Lake the trail is passable, but can 
bo improved groatly. From tbo Lake to 
the Meadows there is no obstacle except 
work done iu laying corduroy bridges, 
poles thrown loose on the ground which 
would have boon bettor if not put thoro 
when not dono in a proper manner. Tim- 
ber in abundance When striking the 
Meadovw the trail reaches the rivor at a 
bud crossing; ono and a quarter miles 
further rip the crossing is good. On the 
Mendowa there aro some sloughs that 
want bridging. Timber in abundance. 

At the summit, a distance of eighteen 
miles from the meadows, Sampson has 
taken a routo, in my opinion, altogether 
wrong, climbing cliff over cliff, us it 
wore, to come down with a rush. 

Stony creek and tho Scinamish want 
bridging; even being low water I was 
near losing my horse. Hero and on other 
oocasions the party followed th9 trail 
used by tho survoying parties. Trail very 
rough with holes covered with moss, bad 
for animals to pass over. What is known 
as tho Big Slido, a distance of three 
miles, tho trail is good. 
■ This creek has a very inferior bridge, 
having too much spring for animals to 
pass over. From this creek to Cache 
creek where tho parties stowed away their 
tools, a distunco of ten miles, is a rough 
trail. 

My opinion is there can bo a good trail 
or road made. 

From this point tho country appears 
more favorable. 

I had to return, there being no sign of 
tho working-party from tho other side. I 
returned on tho 26th of September. My 
intention was to drive to market Seventy 
Head of Beeves, inferior to none on tho 
Paoifio coast. I RETURNED IN DIS- 
GUST as I was led to believe that After 
Three Years and so much Money Ex- 
pended. There would he No Obstacle 
to Bringing Out. Cattle to Market. 

I have been in this country sinco 53, 
and packed a great part of that time, and 
loan assure the public that. Tins is the 
Worst Trail I have Seen in the 
Country for so Much Money to be Ex 
fended on, and it being most essential to 
tho welfare of stockraisers in this upper 
country to have a good road through. Wo 
hope the Government will go to work in 
a proper manner and give ns a road that 
will be a benefit and a credit In whatever 
party is in power. Joseph Haller.

Chase River Mine.— By invitation, we 
paid a visit to this new niiuo on Saturday 
last. In wending our way thither over 
tho now railway track wo woro surprised 
to find so much advancement made — tlio 
road, with tho exception of two small 
breaks, being entirely graded. Tho road 
for ubout a mile runs paralell with the 
harbor, and thou takes a turn to tho west, 
reaching tho mine through a natural di- 
vide in tho bluff of rocks. It looks as 
though nature must have expected a rail- 
way would bo needed in that direction. 
On each sido of this divide — which is 
about wido onough for a double trnok- 
thoro aro walls of solid rock. It is ex- 
pected that coal will bo brought over this 
traek by the 1st of November. At tho 
mine about 10U0 tons have boon brought 
to tho surface, and it is now coming out 
at tho rata of -10 tons por diem. Tho face 
in the slope is now 8 feot high and the 
coal taken out is of oxcellont quality, en- 
tirely free from rock or dirt. Under- 
ground the minors aro busily engaged iu 
extending the main slope, ruuuing levels, 
air -shafts, air-courses, etc. Small cars, 
drawn by horses, will bo used for trans- 
porting the coal from tho new mine to 
tlio Douglas pit head, until the arrival of 
tho steel rails ami running stock in tho 
spring, when a locomotivo and ton ton 
cars will bo used. Workmen aro engag- 
ed in talcing out a two feet square seoiion, 
showing the entire depth of tho seam. It 
will bo sont to San Francisco as a sain- 
plo. 

Roaijs. — Tho Government Road Party 
under Mr. Hassard, have completed tho 
repairs to tho Wellington Road for this 
season, and the work is a credit to all 
concerned. The road parly itro now en- 
gaged in repairing the old Victoria road 
from tho city limits to Chase River.

This, if suc- 
cessful, will give somo twenty feet of wa- 
ter at high tido on tho site of tho rock.

A. telegram from Mayor Kennedy was 
received liore from Ottawa to-day, stat- 
ing that the Dominion refuses to build 
the rail way bridge over tho river hero, bb 
it would cost half a million dollars. Tho 
road will diverge so as to touch St. Boni- 
face, opposite this city, making it two 
miles longer to accommodate Winnipeg, 
The City Cotincfl is indignant. It mot 
this afternoon sad passed strong resolu- 
tions calling upon tho Local Government 
to convene the Legislature, to take such 
steps by legislation as will cause tho 
Dominion Government to pause iu tho 
con roe thoy had taken iu regard of the 
railway bridge. A committee of the 
Cornell was appointed to wait on tho 
Local Government to ascertain what 
tuey intend doing in regard to railway 
matters. Tho Free Press of to day ac 
cepts tho situation reluctantly, and 
moderate men agree with it. 

Ottawa, Oct. 1 — The Premier has 
given a final answor to Mayor Kennedy 
of Winnipeg, relative to tho proposition 
to run tlio Pembina Branch railway across 
tho rivor at Winnipeg, and thence down 
tho west bank. He said that after ma- 
ture deliberation tho Government had 
decided not to change the route of tho 
railway. The most that could bo conced- 
ed was k> deflect tbo line so ns to run 
nearer the river opposite Point Doug- 
lass, as tlio coat of a bridge exceeded the 
money which tlio Government felt dis- 
posed to expend. Ho did not think tho 
route could bo changed or a bridge built 
notwithstanding any amount tho city of 
Winnipeg might bo prepared to sub- 
scribe, However, Mr. Maokeuzie inti- 
mated that the Government might grant 
$25,000 to build a waggon bridge to oon- 
nect the two shores. This was all that 
ho could promise under oxisling cirou in- 
stances.

t io strongest munneragamst the imbecile 
plan by which all the resources of tho 
Dominion was mortgaged on tho spot to 
make a railway across tho continent im- 
mediately, whou British Columbia had 
asked only for a limitod annual expendi- 
ture ns her condition of union. On com- 
ing into oflico thoy took steps at onco to 
prooure tho utmost delay possible, and 
thoy avowed as their priuoiplo of action 
that rule which wo havo so ofton de- 
scribed as applicable to the interpretation 
of all international ongagomonts— that the 
fulfilment of them should bo within tho 
power of tho engaging party. They de- 
clared that thoy would not attempt to 
cany out tho bargain made by their pre- 
decessors in its strictness ns to time 
and that thoy would demand still fur- 
ther dolnys than thoy then contem- 
plated if tho state of our resources ren- 
dered that necossary for tho common 
welfaro. At the same time thoy avowed 
both to the Imperial and Columbian Gov- 
ernments that, though with regret and 
protestations, they still felt obliged to 
fulfil tho obligations already contracted, 
in spirit, and within the bounds proscrib- 
ed by thoir duty to the country at largo. 
In that spirit thoy entirely altored tho 
plans of the preceding Governmout with 
respect to tho routo between Ontario nnd 
Manitoba on tho ono hand, whilo on tho 
other they submitted to tho arbitration of 
Lord Carnarvon as to tho futuro arrange- 
ment to bo made with British Columbia, 
subject, of course, to Parliamentary sanc- 
tion. An enormous expenditure is saved 
by this method by using tho chain of 
lakos between Superior ond Win- 
nipeg, instead of making tho routo 
all rail: and as a Liberal Ministry can- 
not put that pressure on its followers 
which Consorvatiro Ministries so fre- 
quently omploy, it happened that enough 
Ministerial woro found voting against 
part of the Government schomo in tho 
Senate to save for the present, at all 
events, tho largo outlay for tho Nanaimo 
and Esquimult branch road. For this 
tho Ministry as such, perhaps, dosorve 
no special credit.

Canadian Railway Policy. 

[Mentranl Herald, Oct. Int. J 

Upon ono such question — that of our 
railway policy— Sir AlExander formu- 
lates his judgment in very clear nnd em- 
phatic language; and though as a matter 
of opinion he goes no further than wo 
have always dono, ho does advanco to a 
position, which wo fear —and wo use tho 
word fear in its full sense— ho would not 
bo able to maintain wero ho a responsi- 
ble Minister. Wo doubt whether any 
Minister, charged with the responsibility 
of government, oould take the course of 
wilfully repudiating engageinentssolemn- 
ly entered into, even though it wero dono 
by an administration composed of reck- 
less men, who undertook obligations far 
beyond tho means of tho country to car- 
ry "out. Wo have no desire to earn tho 
character of somo of tho States of the 
Union for the repudiation by one admin- 
istration of the engagements of tho pro- 
oo.diug one, Still the policy of Sir Alox- 
andor Gait, which wo boliovo with re- 
spect to tho later details at all ovonts of 
this railway affair, has boon a consistent 
ono; is widely different from the policy of 
tho Into Conservative Ministry, and the 
present Conservative Opposition, and in 
tho main that of tho present Government. 
Now as we have an election on hand, it 
would bo well if our contemporary, 
speaking for the candidate ar d tho party 
of its predileotion, will frankly toll us 
whether Sir Alexander Gait's groat tab 
onts, and tho authority they confer, has 
convinced it that Sir John A. Mrcdonald 
and Dr. Tuppor's past aud present rail- 
way policy aro simply ruinous. That is 
what Sir Alexander says, for he is willing 
to risk tho loss of a Provinco to that 
Confederation of which ho was ono of 
tho authors; bo is willing oven to risk the 
loss of our reputation as a law abiding 
nation, rather than tho road should be 
preceded with, though in tho modified 
form adopted by tlio present Govern- 
ment, it iH this divergence of opinion 
between tho two parties, which in our 
judgment constitutes ouo of tho chief 
elements of tho question about to bo sub- 
mitted lo tho doctors of this city.

King was Harriot Lanb, that she was 
taken from her homo at Waltharn-cross 
by tho prisoner, who, as sho said, 
"kept her as a lady;" that she had 
two children by him, thas sho moved 
from tho place whero thoy lived to 
Stratford on the 11th of September, 
1874 —a year to the day on which tho 
body was found in tho prisonor's pos- 
session — that she wont out on that 
day, leaving her Wo children, and 
saying that she was going to meet 
Wainright, and never returned again. 
Not only has sho never returned or en- 
quired after her children, of whom sho 
was very fond, but her handwriting 
has never been soon since in any letter 
from her. Tbo prisoner, upon being 
interrogated by her father and sister, 
and by the poor woman in whose caro 
tho children woro left, returned an 
answer that she had gone off with a 
Mr. Friske, or somo such name, a 
friend of his, who promised to marry 
her on condition of her novor speaking 
to hor friends again, or holding corres- 
pondence with them.

District. 

GENTLEMEN:— As a general olectiou 
for members to represent you in tho Lo- 
cal Parliament of this Province is about 
to take place, I have determined, in ac- 
cordance with a, very gonoral request of 
the electors of your District, to offer my- 
self as a candidate. 

Tho early date at which I hear the 
elections are to be held will prevent my 
meeting you personally, as I had intend- 
ed. I therefore take this opportunity of 
giving you my views on some of the most 
important questions that are likely to oc- 
cupy tho attention of the next Legisla- 
ture. 

Tho Indian question I consider of the 
greatest importance, iind one that should 
bo attended to nt tho earliest possible 
moment. Living, as I do, amongst a 
portion of the most discontented, I speak 
with authority when I say that unless a 
speedy settlement is arrived at, conse- 
quences of a very grave nature are likely 
to arise. Tho Indians are not unreason- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair settlement, and I cannot see why 
this should not bavo taken place almost 
immediately after Confederation. 

The school system of this Province I 
consider good, and with tho success ap- 
parent that has attended tho boarding 
school at Cache Creek, I would advocate 
a further expenditure in that direction, 
and consider that Kamloops and other 
portions of this largo Province should 
nave institutions erected of a like charac- 
ter. 

The formation of Agricultural Societies 
throughout the Provinoe, yon are aware, 
I have for some time advocated, and I 
would support any measure giviug a lib- 
eral grant of money to aid such socioties 
It will bo tho means of bringing farmers 
and stock-raisers together, of comparing 
stock and inducing tho importation of 
good blood. 

The early commencement of tho Rail- 
way on tho Mainland of British Columbia 
is of the greatest importance to tho set- 
tlers in this section of our Province. 

The late negotiations that havo taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of the 
Terms of Union 1 have boon opposed to, 
and consider that under no cireumstanees 
should they have been entered into with- 
out consulting the people. They have, 
happily for ns, been unsuccessful, but as 
it is reported that fresh negotiations aro 
likely to take place and the question must 
bo considered at an early ditto by our Lo- 
cal Government, I would support no 
Government who iu treating with the Do- 
minion Government did not insist on an 
early commencement of railway construc- 
tion on the Mainland, and an equal dis- 
tribution between Vancouver Island and 
tho Mainland of any compensation that 
might bo ofl'ered for the nonf ulfihuont of 
tho Terms of Union. I consider that 
should fresh negotiations take place some 
arrangement should bo como to with tho 
Dominion Government by which our 
Tariff should be so moilifieu as to give 
us some protection for our stock interest. 

Should you, gentlemen, do mo tlio 
honor of electing me as 0110 of your re- 
presentatives, I shall feel it always my 
duty to advocate the expenditure of pub 
lie monies on public works as far as tho 
revenue of tho Province will allow, but 
that only on works of a reproductive 
character. 

I consider that the Government of tho 
Province should bo carried on with tho 
strictest economy compatible with pub- 
lic efficiency; that taxation should bo 
equalized so that tho rich man pay his 
fair proportion with the poor, which is 
not tho case now. I trust that thoso views 
will be acceptable to yon, and should you 
return me as ono of your representatives, 
I shall endeavor at all times to obtain 
your views on all public questions, and 
thus bo enabled to act according to the 
well understood wishes of my constitu 
onts.
